— Senator Jo- 
Mph B. Foraker has issued a state- 
ment In which he asks that the law 
be Invoked against him if he has dene 
any wrong. Before making this sugges- 
tion he' Bums up th» various charges 
that; have been_made and j!heusses 
briefly the legal ethics as to aervic"! 
for,. various client!. The statement is 


' .'.'The questions in tMs whole mat 
tef-'ln which the public is concerned 
tr«: 
• "First — Whether 
I was employed. 


•which waa never concealed or denied; 
and 


"Second — The character of the em- 


ployment; whether it had any rela- 
tion to my duties as senator or influ- 
enced me in any manner in regard 
thereto. 
On all these points I have 


answered fully in my former publish- 
ed statements." 


The senator then at length dis- 


cusses the subject of compensation. 
saying that "if the employment was 
Improper It would be no defense to 
<how that it was a small sum: and if. 
on the other hand, the employment 
was proper, the compensation con- 
cerned the company and myself — no- 
body else."
